6-8. 10-12 and 14, Claim 1 1 recites the peptides of SEQ ID NOs: 7and 14 which inhibit binding of a cell to a glycosammoglycan, and the 
peptide of SEQ ID NO: 12 in claim 19 which inhibits binding of melanoma cells rises new issues that require further search and 
consideration. Furthermore. A) Claim 4 is indefinite in the recitation of "the cell is selected from the group consisting of endothelial cells, 
fibroblasts and macrophages" and "a4b1 integnns and VCAMs". It is improper to cite plural cell types when describing a single cell. 
Similarly, it is improper to cite plural integrins and VCAM molecules when describing a single integrin. Further, it is unclear how many a4b 
integnns or VCAM adhesion molecules are there. Finally. VCAM is not integrin molecule. B) The "neutrophil" recited in claim 7 has no 
antecedent basis in base claim 4. Base claim 4 only recites endothelial cells, fibroblasts and macrophages 
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
